PLANES TO STUDY 

UPPER AIR DAILY FOR 
WEATHER BUREAU 

Observations at Washington 


May Be Step Toward Re- 
ports From All Fields. 


Py the Assoctated Preas 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Daily 


observations of conditions in the 
upper atmosphere are to be fur- 
nished the Weather Bureau - by 
naval planes at Anacostia, D. C. 
The observations were begun last 
June on a five-day-a-week basis 
and have been found so valuable 
that hereafter they will be made 


on a seven-day schedule. 

About 7:30 each morning a spe- 
cially-equipped plane will take the 
air with a pilot and an aerologica! 
observer to make special notes of 
air conditions, such as _ clouds 
which are not recorded by the 
aerograph. 

“Inasmuch as our weather is 
largely determined by the temper- 
atures of the air above the earth 
and by the moisture which _ this 
great mass of upper air contains,” 
said the announcement, “it is easy 
to see that observations of temper- 
atures and humidities above the 
earth are of great amportance to 
the forecaster. * \* 

“The collection of observations 
by airplane marks a distinct step 
forward in weather science. Mete- 
oroligists look ahead to the day 
whe, they will reecive upper air 
weather reports from gall important 
aviation fields throughout’ the 
country and will thereby be en- 
abled to prepare much better 
weather forecasts than is possible 
at present.” 


THIEVES DRILL THROUSH WALLS 
30 INCHES THICK FOR ALCOHOL 


New York Gang Works All Night

NEW YORK, Jan. 18.—Working 
leisurely through the night with 
electric drills and crowbars, eight 
robbers cut through the fortress.

000 jearly today. The alcohol, 
stored in drums, was taken away 
in automobile trucks.

FORD PLANE PLANT DESTROYED 


Two All-Metal Craft Lost in $250,- 
000 Fire.

DETROIT, Mich... Jan. 18.—A 
new and larger airplane experi- 
mental laboratory will be built by 
Henry Ford to replace the one de- 
stroyed by fire yesterday, while the 
plans were not complete, it is un- 
derstood that several times the 
loss, from $250,000 to $500,900, will 
be invested in the new structure. 

Two stout all-metal planes, one 
a three-motored monoplane in its 
final experimental stage, were de- 
stroyed in the blaze. Fourteen new 
motors and thousands of dollars in 
machinery and tools were jrrepara- 
bly damaged. All plans, specifica- 
tions and paper work had been de- 
posited in the Ford engineering 
library and were undamaged. The 
cause of the fire has not been de- 
termined. Destruction of the lab- 
oratory will not affect opening of 
the air mail service between De- 
troit and Chicago and Detroit and 
Cleveland, , Set for Feb. 15.

The first indictment charges ‘the 
seven with aiding and abetting in 
the concealment of assets valued 
at $15,945.45 after Abram Gerson 
had purposel. committed acts of 
bankrupicy to force St. Louis 
creditors to sue him in bankruptcy 
in January. 1925. A trustee was 
appointed and Abram Gerson filed 
a schedule of assets and liabilities. 
It is now charged that Abram Ger- 
son, with the connivance'of the 
others, concealed assets with in- 
tent to defraud creditors. 

The maximum punishment upon 
conviction of this charge is: three 
years’ imprisonment and a $5000 
fine. 

Second Indictment. 

The second indictment charges 
conspiracy to purchase merchan- 
dise, go bankrupt and defraud 
creditors. The maximum punish- 


ment for this offense is two years’ 
imprisonment and a $10,000 fine. 

An overt act alleged in the/in- 
dictment is that Abram Gerson and 
his brother, Ike, came to St. Louis 
on Sept. 1, 1924, and ordered $25,- 
000 worth of merchandise from lo- 
cal wholesalers to be shipped to 
the store at Webb City. 

On Sept. 30, it is alleged, the 
merchandise was transferred from 
the Webb City store to the one at 
Shidler, and on Oct. 30, to the store 
at Blackwell. Most of the mer- 
chandise is alleged to have been 
sold at low prices, the proceeds 
being retained by individuals, none 
of the money being deposited in 
bank and no accounts or books 
kept. 

When the remaining merchan- 
dise was sold at a trustee’s sale 
Feb. 24, 1925, Broida is alleged to 
have purchased it for $4320 and 
immediately to have resold it to 
Clara Gerson for $4320, plus a 
$200 commission.

ENDS LONG ILLNESS

William E. © Taylor, Veteran | 
Member of Post-Dispatch 
Business Staff, Jumps 
From Free Bridge. 


William E. Taylor, 64 years old, 
classified advertising director of 
the Post-Dispatch, and connected 
with the business office of this 
for more than 46 years, 
his home this 
morning, suffering from 
mental aberration, and at 10:30 
c,coek leaped into the Mississir pi 
River from the Free Bridge. He 
was taken from the water, _ still 
alive, by the crew of a tug, but he 
died soon afterward, from shock 


and exposure. 
Mr. Taylor had been confined to 


his home, 5241 Maple avenue, since 
last October, when he suffered the 
recurrence of a nervous illness ex- 
perienced in 1911. In the last. few 
weeks his condition had becope 
such that it was decided to place 
him for a time in a sanitarium at 
Jacksonville, Ill.

Blease, for Second Time, 
Takes Floor to Prevent 
Vote at Conclusion of 


Idahoan’s Speech.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Limi- 


tation af debate on the World Court 
was discussed today among Sen- 
ators, but with little indication of 
an immediate move in that direc- 
tion. 

Senator Swanson of /Virginia, 
leader of the Democratic court 
forces, said it would be developed 
whether the opposition intended to 
filibuster before any definite pro- 
posal for cloture was made. Chair- 
man Borah of the Foreign Rela- 


itions Committee, leader of the op- 
position, said he had t!ttle idea that 
there would be a move to limit de- 


bate. 
Opening the debate today, Borah 
declared that, through its render- 


quest of the League of Nations, the 
court was “definitely and distinctly 
associated with a political institu- 
tion, which has control over the 
court.” 

3 Advisory Opinions. 

If the jurisdietion of the court 
was limited to arbitral and judicial 
powers, he said, “I would not de- 
tain the Senate a moment on this 
question.” 

Calling attention to a dispute be- 
tween Finland and Russia, Senator 
Borah said the League Council 
ruled that the court could render 
an advisory opinion even though 
Russia was not a member of the 
League, and would not be repre- 
sented before the court. The court 
itself held by a 6 to 4 vote that it 
had no power to give an uevwery 
opinion. 

“Only the views of two men 
stand between us and court pro- 
cedure of this kind,” said Borah. 

Citing the Eastern Corvlia Case, 
Borah said it gave ample evidence 
of what might happen in a case 
affecting the United States, should 
this country join the court. In 
that case the League Council 
called upon the court for an ad- 
visory opinion,, which was declined 
by the court by a vote of eight to 
four on the ground that it had no 
right to give such decisions. The 
League Council then passed a reso- 
lution asserting that the court not 
only had the right to give advis- 


en though the parties to the dis- 
pute were not represents! before 
che eourt, and even if they op- 
posed the court ruling. 

Judges Will Change, He Says. 

America would be protect2d 
against such a policy for the pres- 
ent, Borah said, by the fact that 
a majority of the judges sitting on 
the court do not believe as the 
League Council does. 

“But we are not going into the 
World Court for a week ora 
month,’ he continued. “What ef- 
fect would the action of the court 
in opposing a ruling of the League 
Council have upon the next elec- 
tion of judges, who are to be se- 
lected by this very body? Will not 
the council naturally select judz2s 
whose views coincide with the 
views of its members? 


“We should bear in mind that 
the League Council is controlled 
by the great powers of Europe. We 
are taking a subordinate position 
in a matter that may become of 
first importance to the United 
States. If immigration or some 
other such question should aome 
up. the United States should bs 
consulted and should have some- 
thing to say about what considera- 
tion is given li.’’ 

Declaring there had been no fill- 
buster on the court issue, Borah as- 
sured the Senate that he did not 
propose to participate in one. 

“When it comes to fixing a date 
for a vote,"” he added, “I don’t want 
to cramp anyone.” 

After Borah concluded his 
statement from both sides of the 
“vote” from both sides of the 
chamber and the reading of the 
protocol, which is preliminary to a 
vote. was ordered. Then for a sec- 
ond time Senator Blease (Dem.), 
South Carolina, threw himself into 
the breach, gaining the floor for a 
third speech on the subject.

Gerard, who was United States 
Ambassador at Berlin during the 
early years of the World War, has 


written a letter to the editor of 
the Deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung, 
replying to the question: ‘What! 
have you omitted in your me- 
moirs ?”’ 

“With President von Hinden- 
burg’s permission,”’ writes Gerard, 
“I would be prepared to dedicate 
&@ peace cup as a prize for next 
spring’s Von Hindenburg race at 
Berlin, which I should like to at- 
tend myself. 

“I did not mention a conversa- 
tion between the ex-Kaiser, Col. 
House and myself at Potsdam in 
1914 when the ex-Kaiser said he 
aspired to an alliance of the four 
civilized nations—Germany, Great 
Britain, France and America. 

“I also omitted an interesting 
conversation with the ex-Kaiser 
on his yacht at Kiel the night be- 
fore the Sarajevo assassination. 

“Lest I be misunderstood, I re- 
iterate that had Germany adhered 
to Von Bethmann-Hollweg’s and 
Von Jagow's policy, America 
would not have felt obliged to 
enter the war as the deciding fac- 
tor. 

“IT also did not mention that an- 
nexation of part of Silesia was a 
mistake and an injustice.”

REPORT SINKING OF OCEAN BED 


Surveys in Sulyg Sea Show Drop of 
140 Feet Within Two Years.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Part 
of the ocean bed in the northern 
part of the Sulu Sea, 60 miles west 
of the Island of Panay, sank 140 
feet between Oct. 3, 1914, and 
Dec. 18, 1916, says an article by 
hydrographic experts of the United 
States Coast and Geodetic Survey, 
which will appear in an early is- 
sue of American Geographic Mag- 
azine.

WASPINGTON, Jan. 18.—In 
designating Thomas Marvin (Rep.) 
as chairman of the Tariff Commis- 
sion for’ another year, President 
Coolidge yielded to the appeal of 
Senator William M. Butler of Mas- 
sachusetts, his pre-convention and 
campaign manager last year. 

The President had about made 
up his mind to let the vice chair- 
man of the commission, Alfred 
Dennis (Dem.), his personal friend, 
become chairman. The move was 
favored as a means of appeasing 
the sentiment in Congress which is 
threatening a re-opening of the 
whole tariff question. Mr. Coolidge 
also wanted people to know by the 
change that he was ai moderate 
and not a high protectionist. Mar- 
vine is an avowed ultra-protection- 
ist. He is said to have never voted 
to.reduce the tariff on anything. 

The argument presented to the 
President by virtually all the Re- 
publican members of the New En- 
gland delegation was that Marvin's 
retention was necessary for tne 
good of the party. 

Rift in Massachusetis. . 

Mr. Coolidge was told also that 
unless he reappointed Marvin he 
would jeopardize the chances of 
Senator Butler for re-election in 
Massachusetts. Butler may have as 
his opponent former Senator David 
Walsh and it jJooks as if the fight 
is going to be close enough anyhow 
without having a rift in the Repub- 
lican ranks. Butler’s friends  in- 
sisted that if Marvin was not desig- 
nated as chairman it would be 
hailéd by the opposition as proof 
that Butler did not have much in- 
fluence with the Chief Executive 
and that Massachusetts could not 
count on a high protectionist poli- 
cy. 

The President was torn between 
conflicting desires, but came.to the 
conclusion that all things consid- 
ered he had to reappoint Marvin, 
especially, as the attack made by 
Senator ‘Norris (Rep.), of Ne- 
braska, makes certain a Congres- 
sional investigation. If the Presi- 
dent had been sure that a new ap- 
pointment would have averted a 
Congressional investigation. he 
might have postponed the selection 
of a new chairman, allowing the 
acting chairman to remain in 
charge.

| WASHINGTON, Jan. 18. -——- The 
Postoffice Department is barring 
from the mails tips on horse races. 
For this action it is commended by 
the Board of Temperanee, Prohi- 
‘bition and Public Morals of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, which 
.is waging a campaign against race- 
itrack and all other forms of gam- 
bling. 
| “These tip sheets are not only 
, worthless, but constitute a direct 
‘incitement to gambling and react 
unfavorably upon the social safe- 
ty,’ says a statement issued . by 
Clarence Trve Wilson and Dects 
Pickett of the Methodist board. 
“In 1918 there were only 18 tracks 
in operation for flat racing in 
North America. About 45 |\tracks 
are now in use in the United Btates, 
,and five new tracks are being built. 

“It is a conservative estimate 
that $400,000,000 annually is being 
bet on races. Handbooks number 
hundreds in single cities, and their 
operations directly result in defa)- 
cations, embezzlements, suicides 
_and broken homes.”’ 
| , Detective Hired. 
| The reformers have employed 
the Rev. H. N. Pringle, who has 
been engaged in detective work for 
| several years, to gather data on 
gambling. Pringle, the Methodist 
board says, has ‘‘compiled a list of 
hundreds of highway robberies, de-
